War Preparation 
is Revealed 


Formidable Forces at W ork 
Under Peaceful Guise; 
Chemists Busy 


Industry Ready to Mobilize 
in Case of Conflict; 
French Alarmed 


(BY DISPATCH) 

PARIS. Dec. 28.—The discovery 
of a new and devastating war gas 
which will within a few hours*poi- 
son and perhaps annihilate an en- 
tire city has been made by Ger- 
man scientista, who are preparing 
this terrible new force of destruc- 
tion. 

This is one of the disclosures con- 
tained today in revelations of Ger- 
many's gigantic preparations for 
the next conflict which are assured 
to have been made by a German 
pacifist to a representative of a 
French newspaper. This newspaper 
exposes the German war plan in a 
sensational article supporting the 
Allied commission's decision not to 
vacuate Cologne which, it is as- 
serted, would necessitate the re- 
tirement from tht Ruhr, relin- 
quishing the only Allied guarantee 
against these preparations. 

The entire German industry al- 
ready i« organized for war-time 
mobilization and many industries, 
particularly chemical, are rapidly 
developing under the guise of 
peaceful production, formidable 
war engines which within forty- 
eight hours could be put into ac- 
tion. Huge quantities of suffocat- 
ing gas and mustard gas are being 
made, while one military laboratory 
in Dresden is claimed to have pro- 
duced a new gas, coloriess and 
odorless and impossible to detect 
until the deadly effects have oper- 
ated. This gas. it is asserted. has 
proved infallibly more yenomous 
than any used during the last war.

The French Premier failed re- 
main true to himself and permitted 
the moral ground on which he was 
standing.to slip away, the Demo- 
cratic.

Vorwaerts,’ the radical organ, 
asks whether it will be a historic

GOVERNMENT AIDS ROADS 

For three-quarters of a century 
prior to 1916 the Federal govern- 
ment had taken no active part in 
read bullding. Today about one- 
half of all highways in the course 
of construction are receiving Fed- 
eral aid and are subject to inspec- 
tion and . proval by Federal en- 
gineers. Under the "Federal Road 
Act approximately $465,000.000 
had been distributed to the States 
to the end of the fiscal year 1924. 

The total road mileage cor- 
pleted with Federal aid June 30, 
1924, was 32,462. In 1917 Con- 
gress passed a subsidy law which 
carried the principle of Federal 
supervision and control of State 
activities farther than any of its 
predecessors. The total of Federal 
moneys distributed under this act 
to the end of the fiscal year 1924 


Act, passed by Congress with a 
minimum of debate in the spring 
of 1920, almed to co-operate with ;

Machipery Installation is 
Begun to Work Tailings of 
Old Mill

J. M. Shiner and his associates 
in Los Angeles are installing mil!- 
ing equipment for the retreatment 
of the old mill tailings of the well- 
known Blaine mine below Cibola, 
Riverside county, on the Arizona 
side of the Colorado River. 

It is estimated that these mill 
tails contain approximately 25.000 
tons going from eight to nine 
ounces in silver to the ton. Five 
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miles east of the river is the old 
Blaine mine, more 
called the “Silver Clip.” 

The Blaine, in the early history 
of its operation, had an accredit- 
ed production of about $2,000,000 
in silver. In mining practice only 
the higher grades of ore were 
broken down and milled, leaving 
the leaner portions of the gigantic 
ore-bodies untouched, and this. it 
is asserted, consists of something 
like 115.000 tons. 

The Blaine is now held under 
option for a certain period by 
Capt. C. Henry Thompson of Los 
Angeles, who deciares that he ex- 
pects to begin work in its devglop- 
ment and operation in the near 
future.

Oklahoma Bankers Advocate 
Old-Time Methods 


Flood of Robberies Demands 
Stern Measures 


Posses Trained in Use of 


Arms Remedy

OKLAHOMA CITY, - Dec. 28.— 
What to do with the latest epi- 
demic of bank robberies is proving 
the toughest sort of problem for 
Oklahoma officials. 
9 few years ago, the Legisalture 


provided the death penalty for 
bank robbers, but no jury has been 
fqurd to recommend it, and the 
hold-ups, which halted temporarily 
at the threat of extreme severity. 
have Been resumed with record 
boldness. 

In one week bank robbers made 
almost a record haul from the Fed- 
eral National Bank of Shawnee and 
took $4000 in currency from the 
Virst National of Carney, shooting 
the cashier through the head to 
boot. To cap the climax, while of- 
fleers held a strategy board meet~ 
ing to plan pursuit of the Shaw- 
nee bandits, a lone robber held up 
a fashionable jewelry store and 
walked away with $7000 worth of 
diamond rings. 

REVIVE VIGILANTES 

Bugene P. Gum, secretary of the 
Oklahoma tankers’ Association, 
proposes unofficial vigilance com- 
mittees, armed to the teeth and 
shooting to kill. Three youthful 
gangsters who robbed the Carney 
bank accepted the challenge of 
such a committee, headed by the 
cashier of the bank, ambushes 
their pursuers and almost killed 
the banker. 

President J. P. Gibson of the 
State Bankers’ Association and 
State Bank Commissioner O. B. 
Mothersead assert that immediate 
creation of a State constabulary 
and a large reward fund had _ be- 
come imperative. 


“] doubt that many of these 
youthful bandits are willing to 
shoot it out,” said Gum. “I pre- 


dict that as soon as they see that 
things are being handled in a 
typical Southwestern way they will 
take their automatics and their 
flappers back whence they came. 

“If we organize vigilance com- 
mittees they should have target 
practice regularly in order to be 
able to shoot inan old-fashioned 
way.”

DOMINGUEZ LEADS 


The most important develop- 
ment in the State during the year 
has been the rise of the Domin- 
guez field from a single well mak- 
ing 1360 barrele per day, to «4 
field of thirty-six wells, making 
between 60,000 and 170,000 bar- 
rele per day. 

The development of Dominguez 
has been in sharp contrast to the 
development of the sensational 
gusher fields, the productive area 
being divided between only five 
different companies—al! substan- 
tial producing organizations, which 
have conducted their operations 


along economic lines. 


Of these organizations the Shell 
Company developed the most pro- 
duction, bringing in seventeen 
wells. The Union Oil Company runs 
second with fourteen wells. The 
Associated Oil Company stands 
third with four wells, the Mariand 
Oil Company is fourth with three 
wells, and the United Oil Com- 
pany is fifth with’ one well. 

The most sensational record of 
the field is that of the Associated 
Oll Company, which began its first 
well on July 1, and with only four 
producing wells is now getting 
more than 25 per cent of the to- 
tal output of the field. 


INDEPENDENT PROFIT 

The individual companies oper- 
ating in California, have as a gen- 
eral rule experienced a year of 
profit and prosperity. The Union 
Of! Company. the State's largest 
independent, is typical of the 
success of many other California 


operators. 
Forty-one wells, thirty-five of 
which are located in Southern 


California fields, were brought in 
during 1924 by the Union Oli Com- 
according to field records 

of the company. 
The total initial daily produc- 


Company. a comparatively recent 
entrant into the Southern Califor- 
nia fields, has achieved a good 
production record, principally in 
the Torrance field, where it and 
the Petroleum Securities Company. 
an allied organization, acquired 
large leases early in the field's his- 
tory. The Pan-American drilled 
several wells in the Signa! Hil! field 
and is now engaged in a drilling 
campaign at Huntngton Beach. 

In the Elk Hills field the Pan- 
American is conducting a limited 
Grilling campaign under the su- 
pervision of government repre- 
sentatives, to protect the naval re- 
serves from drainage by offset 
wells. 

The Shell Company achieved its 
principal production in the Domin- 
guez field, during the past year, but 
continued its drilling campaign in 
the Signa! Hill district and at San- 
ta Fe Springs. In Torrance the 
Shell is one of the most active op- 
erators. but in Rosecrans it has 
confined its operations to a single 
well located in the northwest part 
of the field, in wildcat territory. 


WILDCAT OPERATIONS 

The Associated Oj] Company, 
which early in the year absorbed 
the Amalgamated Oi] Company, is 
one of the most active wildcatters 
among the large corporations. With 
the Pacific Oll Company afd the 
West Coast Oil Company, both al- 
lied organizations, the Associated 
is drilling wildcat wells in the La 
Mirada district near Santa Fe 
Springs, at Newhall, in the Bald- 
win Hills, and in the Beverly 
Hille district. The Associated has 
made an excellent production rec- 
ord at Huntington Beach and in 
the Dominguez field. 

The Marland Oj] Company, for 
many years one of the leading 
Mid-Continent producers, entered 
the California fiel@s for the first 
time this year, and acquired large 
acreage in most of the prospec- 
tive and producing fields of the 
State.* While its production is lim- 
ited to a few wells tn Dominguez, 
and in the northern fields, it is not 
improbable that the company may 
become one of the principal Call- 
fornia producers within the next 
tew years.

Second Field to South May 
Have Connection 


DisPaToR) 
PHOENIX, Dec. 28.—Belief that 
the future quicksilver supply of 
the world may come from north 


and northeast of this city is de- 
clared by local mining men familiar 
with the fields. California capita! 
is reported to have optioned a large 
group of cinnabar claims in the 
northwestern Mazatzal Mountains, 
about sixty miles northeast of 
Phoenix. in a section where rich 
and highly colored ore is found in 
marrow streaks. 

Some of it has been retorted with 
makeshift equipment, while dec- 
laration is made that in crevices 
has been found a considerable 
quantity of pure quicksilver, shown 
in Phoenix, bottled as evidence of 
the truth of the tale. The main 
drawback of this field is inacces- 
sibility. The nearest wagon road 
ends at Sunflower, west of Reno 
Mountain, whence a rough and 
bruehy tray! is the only means of 
ingress. 

A second field ilies ten miles 
north of Phoenix, in a pass of the 
Phoenix Mountains, only a few 
miles from paved highways. Here. 
in pressure and upetanding 
schist, the mineralized area ex- 
tends northward for two miles, 
then dipping under the alluvial of 
Paradise Valley. 

In a bulletin of the Geologica! 

rvey, Frank C. Schgader states 
that the Phoenix and Mazatza! 
fields may be of the same origin 
and formed at the same time, with 
less alteration of strata in the lat- 
ter. He suggests that prospecting 
be prosecuted in the mountains 
that lie between. 

Since quicksilver now is little 
used in the gold-mining industry, 
Gemand for the liquid meta! in the 
United States appears readily filled. 
Last year California produced 5477 
flasks, valued at $357,759, and Tex- 
as, Oregon, Nevada and Idaho 2490 
flasks, valued at $163.543. Hope 
of better demand is expressed in 
connection with the new mercury 
vapor engine.

Baron von Maltzan is a trained diplomat; 
but his training was received in the school 
of intrigue of the Near Fast. He is a Bal- 
kan diplomat and a but partly reconstructed 
monarchist. He is an adept at conceale 
card tricks in diplomacy; and that is just 
the kind of diplomacy that is repulsive, 
alike to our frank, plain-spoken President 
and to the people of the United States.

And it was Von Kinderlin who sent a Ger- 
man gunboat into Agadir harbor in 1911,

Real literature rarely is produced by the 
swift movement of a fountain pen over 
paper. Few of our great authors have dis- 
played any great facility in the preparation 
of their manuscripts. Balzac was a prodi- 
gious worker. He was the despair of his 
printers who had to make the innumerable 
alterations he penciled upon his proof- 
sheets. Charlies Lamb's brain was relieved 
while he wrote by the placing of his feet 
in warm water. Robert Louis Stevenson 
copied and recopied each page of a novel, 
making frequent changes in the text. The 
paragraphs of Emerson's essays generally 
were written on bits of paper, with no 
thought of sequence and afterward were 
painfully pieced together. 

Our own John Muir sometimes required 
six weeks to write a chapter of 7000 or 8000 
words, an amount of “copy” that can be 
turned out in a couple of days by a writer 
of facility. Muir complained of indigestion 
because of hard literary work. After he 
had sent the last chapter of his “Turmoil” 
to his publisher Booth Tarkington said, “My 
manuscript is all in and so am L.” “What fs 
left of me after writing one book,” said 
Howells, “never seems quite sufficient to 
write another.” 

The perfect heat of creative literary 
work, though necessary for the best produc- 
tion, often takes its toll from the too 
strenuous author in the way of reduced 
vitality. Frank Norris is said to have killed 
himself trying to write 3000 words a day. 
Jack London said he could write but 1000 
words and then must rest. The first page 
or two of a piece of writing generally is 
the hardest. In a letter to a friend during 
the period of his greatest popularity Mark 
Twain told of his struggles in beginning 
books and articles: 

“Speaking of the ill luck of starting a 
piece of literary work wrong, last summer 
I started sixteen things wrong-—three books 
and thirteen magazine articles—and could 
only make two little wee things, 1500 words 
altogether, succeed—only that out of piles 
and stacks of diligently wrought MS.” 

And yet many of those who laughed over 
Mark's “easy humor” doubtless imagined 
that be tossed off a chapter or two at a sit. 
ting! Nor was his friend Bret Harte a 
less painstaking writer. Harte would write 
a simple letter of a page or two three or 
four times before it suited his fastidious 
taste. Henry James, whose literary scroll 
work sometimes smacks of intellectual fop- 
pery, liked to put in all the little touches 
that go to express the most subtle mean- 
ings. His labors were a harsh tax upon his 
vital powers. 

Every year this country produces a new 
crop of fiction writers, but rarely does their 
work reveal that passion for perfection 
possessed by the masters. Now and then, 
to be sure, there appears a writer who 
makes a spontaneous appeal by the use of 
language that flows from his pen with little

of a full mind, are so easily read, did not 
seem io regard literary work as an art. He 
beld that if a writer had anything to say it 
should come from bim as readily as a stone 
drops from his hand. 

Each writer might well wish that this: 
were true in his own case, but geperally he 


‘that “easy writing’s curst hard reading.” 
He also would be willing to subscribe to 
the validity of the Yale instructor's asser- 
tion that authorship—real authorship—isn’t 
a lazy man’s job. 


DVANCE INFORMATION | 

Since the close of the war it has re- 
quired considerable time for certain Eu- 
ropean markets to become accessible to 
American products. Several factors have 
made this so. Tariff barriers and import 
regulations have been the chief contributing 
difficulties in the case of the Central Eu- 
ropean countries, while lowered purchasing 
power and unstable currency have also 
played an important part. 

This period of uncertainty concerning | 
business safety, which until recently had 
hampered the normal promotion of export 
sales, is rapidly becoming less acute in 
various parts of Europe. Currencies have 
largely gained a stable value, purchasing 
power has increased and markets which 
have hitherto been practically closed t» 
foreign products ere again opening their 
doors following the successful negotiation 
of commercial arrangements. Hungary is 
an example of all this, and the potential- 
ities of that market, which is letting down 
the import bars on an increasing number of 
products, are beginning to attract the at- 
tention of American exporters. 

It is interesting to note that a number of 
export sales managers did not wait until 
the Hungarian market had actually re 
opened before beginning their investiga- 
tions. As early as 1921, inquiries were sent 
to the Bureau of Foregn and Domestic 
Commerce requesting basic data on post- 
war Hungary and the probable future mar- 
ket for American goods as affected by the 
war, the territorial readjustments, the new 
tariff policies and the economic situation 
prevailing there. In this way, by keeping 
posted through the bureau on the situation 
as it later developed, these sales managers 
have been able to judge the value and ab- 
sorptive capacity of the Hungarian market, 
now that the currency has become stable 
and import restrictions are being lowered. 

This advance research on the newly cre- 
ated Hungarian market furnishes only one 
example of such procedure. In this manner 
exporters have not found themselves con- 
fronted by any lack of information. 


IGHWAYS AND BYWAYS 
Take it as a whole the State of Call- 
fornia bas as good roads as any State io 
the Union. Very little or no frost is a great 
factor in the preservation of roads from the 
mere fact that our roads are free from dis- 
integration. 

Transcontinental highways are becoming 
more and more a reality each year, which 
is directly attributable to the rapid develop- 
ment of the motor vebicle. 

The science of road building in the 
United States has accomplished some real 
results since the Roman Empire age that 
are easily summed up in better results, 
greater speed, less labor and lower cost. 
Road builders are striving bard to keep up 
with motor car production, which, in time, 
will undoubtedly result Ip a huge network 
of hard-surfaced roads that will take the 
motorist to any destination he desires. 

The United States bas some very distinc- 
tive features as to Ms highways and streets 
that it may well boast of. For example, 
the longest paved road in existence is the 
Pacific Highway, running from Vancouver, 
B. C., along the Pacific coast to the Mexi- 
can border, a distance of 1476 miles. The 
highest motor road in the world is the one 
leading to Pike's Peak, in Colorado, 14,109 
feet above sea level.

FINE SINGING 
A responsive reading of a psalm 
was followed bf the singing of a 
hymn—and the pastor compliment- 
ed the congregation upon its sing- 
ing, as well he might. One male 
base voice behind me was pecu- 


liarly rich and fine. The whole 
church is the chotr. 
Laurence B. Reeder. the solo 


tenor, sang two numbers well, and 
his clear enunciation of the words 
was very pleasant. 

The Scripture reading was from 
Proverbs II, the theme of which 
is “The wicked shal! die by their 
own wickedness and the righteous 
shal) be saved through their own 
righteousness.” And “He that pur- 
sueth evil, pursueth his own death.” 

We did not kneel for prayer, but 
a very earnest extemporanecous 
player was offered by Kev. Harry 
Jones, chaplain of the New York 
Elks. In offering thankegiving for 
the blessings and mercies of the 
past year, he interpolated 
“Our greatest blessing is that we 
know nothing of the future, since 
Thy servants might break under 
the anticipation of what is before 
them.” 

At the close of the prayer the 
tenor sang that line from the 
Episcopalian have 
mercy upon us and incline our 
hearts to keep Thy laws.” The of 
fering was taken without exhorta- 
tion to giving. 


PASTOR'S SERMON 


The pastor's sermon opened 
with the statement that “Half of 
the calamities and misfortunes that 
come to mankind come | ecause we 
do not think.” Dr. Black laid 
great stress upon the necessity for 
reflection, meditation, contempls- 
tion and advised us to a spiritual 
stock-taking of the past year’s ex- 
periences. 

All the good/in the world de- 
pends upon Christian people. he 
declared. We hold a dual place 
in the world, individuals in so- 
clety and as soldiers of Jesus. and 
it is upon the integrity of Chrie- 
tian people that world righteous- 
nets rests. 

Legal ties, written contracts 
mean little if they are not to be 
kept in the spirit. Dr. Black in- 
stanced the Employers’ Liability 
Act, by which the employer is re- 
quired to accept certais obliga- 
tions, but there is no employee's 
Hability act—nothing but the in- 
tegrity of the employee to make 
him fulfill his half of the bargain. 
As between landlords and tenanta, 
ae between married couples, not- 
withstanding the laws applying to 
them, honorable justice is only 
obtainable through integrity, he 
stated, 

It was here that Dr. Black cited 
a golden wedding couple of his 
acquaintance who, on the mere 
covenant of “I will” had been true 
to each other for fifty years. And 
he scathingly rebuked those men 
who are not faithful to their mar- 
riage ties, “for such lack of in- 
togray is treachery to Christ Him- 
self.” 

SOME SPATISTICS 

The pastor gave us some dis- 
turbing statistics. It was com- 
puted, he said, that business or- 
ganizations hoped for 90 per cent 
efficiency and we lucky to get 
50 per cent. This was the ac- 
cepted law of average. So that 
with 112,000,000 population, out 
of which a possible 60,000,000 
work, we can only reasonably hope 
for 26,000.000 efficient workers. 
That means a loss of 200,000,000 
hours a day, 23.800 years—more 
time lost and wasted every day 
than all the years of civilization 
to date. 

If this is also true of Protestant 
Christianity—and not more than 
10 per cent do active Christian 
work—it is why Christianity is 
falling, the preacher declared. 

He proceeded to put some ques- 
tions to himeelf. “Am I more 
evangelistic today tran I was a 
year ago? I believe what I 
preach? Am I superficial?” 

He deplored that the church 
had lost it consciousness of sin. 
He quoted Henry Drummond, “Is 
God modifying the way to salva- 
tion?” He cited an instance in 
which a man is glibly, flippantly 
described as a “high-stepper” to- 
day, when he war simply unequivo- 
cal'y immoral, and “mocking the 
Cross of Christ.” There should 
not, could not be any compromise 


with sin, he said. The modern 
idea that “evil is undeveloped 
good” and the Theosophists’ con- 


tention that we are merely work- 
ing out traits of a former incarna- 
tion, could not be tolerated, was 
the pastor’s assertion. The train 
that was wrecked last week, was 
wrecked because of “a little weak- 
ness in the switch,” he said. 

“Never,” shouted the pastor, 
“weaken your manhood by apolo- 
gizing for sin.” 

The service closed with another 
hymn, during which the pastor 
called volunteers for Christian 
work—and a young mean and a lit- 
tle girl in spert clothes responded 
reverently.

SCIENTISTS TO 
VIEW ECLIPSE 


|Party From Ms. Wilson to 


Go East 
New-Made Instruments Sent 
in Advance 


Dr. J. A. Anderson is Chief 
Observer

PASADENA, Dec. 28.—Three of 
the world’s. leading astronomers 
now stationed at Mount Wilson Ob- 
servatory will be sent East to ob- 
serve the total eclipse of the sun 
on January 24, at which time the 
greatest shadow ever thrown on 
the earth will be cast, according to 


Dr. W. 8. Adama, director of the 
observatory here. The three as- 
tronomers will be headed by Dr. J. 
A anderson, veteran observer of 
three total eclipses. Others in the 
party will include Dr. Edison Pet- 
tit and Dr. Seth J. Nicholson, in- 
ternationally known authorities on 
astronomy. They will make their 
observations from the Van Vieck 
Observatory of Wesleyan Universi- 
ity, Middletown, Ct. 

Because of the extreme shortness 
of the period of totality and due 
to the severity of the season, which 
renders observation difficult, highly 
specialized instruments, conceived 
and made in their entirety in the 
laboratories and shops of the 
Mount Wilson Observatory, will be 
used by the part}, Dr. Adams said. 
These instruments, which are deli- 
cate In every detail, were shipped 
last week to their eastern destina- 
tion. The scientists will follow in 
the next few days. 

According to the Pasadena sci- 
entists, the Van Vieck Observatory 
ie as favorable a place as can be 
found for the pending eclipse, and 
if weather conditions are favora- 
ble, the three Pasadena scientists 
will, in all. probability, make im- 
portant observations.
